This action is responsive to the amendment filed 11-21-2008, which has been entered. 
Claims 1-5, 8-13 and 16 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to anticipated or render obvious the combination of a fluid dynamic pressure 
bearing as set forth in claims 1 and 9, and most significantly requires a through hole 
which passes through the thrust bearing plate in the thickness direction so as to open to 
the dynamic pressure generating face, and there is provided a communicating cavity 
which connects the opening portion of the through hole and the inner groove section.
